Washington, D. C., April 5.—[Bpecial.}—The 
women who are objecting to the hosiery, 
gloves, and other schedules in the Payne 
tariff bill might as well tear up their peti- 
tions, so far as the house of representatives 
is concerned. 

The ways and means committee today re- 
ported a rule, and the ruling element in the: 
house, including Speaker Cannon and all his 
lieutenants, whipped enough Republicans’ 
into line to pass that rule. By this decision 
the house binds itself specifically and in so 
many words to prevent a record vote on any 


* 


. of the schedules in which the women are 


especially interested. 

This action was taken deliberately and in- 
tentionally because it was known that a ma- 
jority of the house of representatives would 
hot go on record as favoring the tariff in- 
creases in the face of the attitude of the 
women of the country. As the matter now 
Stands the Republican. representatives hope 
to dodge the responsibility. Many of them 
will go back to their constituents and say that 
if they had had a chance they would have 
yoted with the women, but that the ways and 
means committee and the committee on rules 
made this absolutely impossible by forcing 
through the house a special rule carefully 
prepared for this purpose. In the next cam- 
paign, the members of the rules committee 
and of the Ways and means committee will be 
charged with the responsibility for this ac- 


fon. 


Voting Dated for Friday. 


This special rule was adopted today by a 
vote of 194 to 178, and this proceeding makes 
ft certain that all debate will be closed next 
Friday afternoon and that a vote will be 
taken, but no member of the house, even if 
he wants to be So distinguished, will be per- 
mitted to go on record either for or against 
the treatment which the ways and means 
¢ommittee has handed out to the women in 
regard to hosiery, gloves, cotton, woolen, and 
silk goods, carpets, perfumery, soap, and 
@ther articles of wearing apparel or house- 
hold use. 

‘There were twenty Republicans who stood 
@at against the rule and it is an extremely 
significant thing that seven of them were 
from Iowa, five from Wisconsin, two from 
Nebraska, und ons ach from Minnesota, 
Kansas, and Michigan. It will de seen that all 

but three of them came from the upper Mis- 

i Valley and they must represent the 
Of public sentiment there, of which 
the house leaders might well tate more 

notice. 

The situation now is such that, if the wom- 

en éxpect to make anything at ali of their 
campaign, they must direct their energies 
The house ways and means 
committeethas backed down on a whole lot of 
things contained in the original bill, but for 
gome reason known to its members they have 
been stiff necked on the schedules on which 
it has been freely charged they have be- 
trayed the party and for which all the Re- 
publican membership is liable to be held re- 
@ponsible at the next congressional election. 


Republicans Who Fought Rule. 


In making up the record ‘of today’s pro- 
ceedings it is just as well to go over the 
names of thosé who voted against the special 
rule, which has the effect of ignoring 80 
completely all the efforts of the women of 
the country. The twenty Republicans were: 

Dawson, Good, Haugén, Hubbard, Kendall, 
Woods, and Pickett of Iowa; Cary, Cooper, Len- 
toot, Morse, and Nelson of Wisconsin; Hinshaw 
and Norris of Nebraska; Murdock of Kansas; 
Lindbergh of Minnesota, Young of Michigan, 
Poindexter of Washington, Austin of Tennes- 
se, and Parsons of New York. 

All of the rest of the Republicans voted for 
the special rule to prevent a vote appearing 
on record at any time prior to the passage 
through the house, ap far as the schedules 
in which the women are interested are con- 
cerned. There were four Democrats—Brous- 
sard, Estopinal, Pujo, and Wichiliffe—who 
yoted with the Republicans. They are all 
from Louisiana and want protection of the 
stiffest kind on their sugar.

Italian warships in the harbor, 
steamers of various nationalities, private 
yachts, and craft of all kinds, dressed in 
bunting and signal fags from stem to stern, 
added to the picturesqueness of the 

Great crowds waited for Mr. Roosev — 2 
appearance on the streets and when he rode 
along in an automobile he was greeted with 
enthusiasm that astonished him. Hemet va- 
rious official delegations at the Hotel Excel- 
sior, where apartments had been reserved 
for him, scores of prominent Americans, and 
the representatives of other countries, and 
to them all he expressed his Warmest thanks 
tor the welcome which he had received. 

He visited the duke aud duchess of Aosta 
at Capondimonte, and later dined in private 
at the hotel, going on board the steamer Ad- 
miral about 10 o’clock in the evening. 


German Rulers Send Flowers. 

The Admiral, which will convey Mr. Roose- 
velt to Mombasa, was ready to sail at mid- 
night. The ex-president's quarters aboard 
were filled with flowers which had come from 
admiring friends. Chief among these were 
punches of red, white, and black carhations 
from the German emperor and a great clus- 
ter of fragrant blossoms from the empress. 

Emperor William showed great intérest in 
the former president. The German congul 
general, in the of the emperor, carried 
to Mr. Roosevelt the warmest greetings, and 
a letter in which the emperor expressed 
the hope thet he would see Mr. Roosevelt in 
Berlin on his return. In reply to.this Mr. 
Roosevelt told the consul general to inform 
the emperor that he would certainly go to 
the German capital, and would tell his majes- 
ty how the white man can live and fight in 
Africa.” 

The emporer closed his letter with Weid- 
mannsheil!""—‘* Hail to the successful hunts- 
man!” 

Mr. Roosevelt was touched by this. 


Hopes to Visit Vatican. 

A letter was received by Mr. Roosevelt 
during the afternoon from a prominent 
American prelate, who lately was in Rome. 
The writer stated that the vatican would 
have great pleasure in receiving Mr. Roose- 
velt, because of the admiration and high 
esteem in which he was held there. Later 
Mr. Roosevelt told the American ambassador 
that he should assuredly go to the Vatican to 
see the Pope if he visited Rome. 

Three hours elapsed between the arrival 
of the Hamburg and the landing of the ex- 
president, as Mr. Roosevelt wished personal- 
ly to superintend the handling of the bag- 
gage, of which he had a large quantity. 

As the vessel steamed into the harbor the 
Italian man of war, several German ships, 
and a large contingent of yachts and craft of 
all kind, ran up their bunting, which fluttered 
in the high wind. The sun succeeded for a 
moment in piercing the clouds and height- 
ened the bright colors of the streamers. The 
bands on various ships struck up the Amer- 
ican national anthem, 


Pleased with Noisy Reception. 

The great crowds ashore, which had been 
waiting for hours to see the former president, 
became exceedingly impatient at the delay, 
but even when the launch, with Mr. Roose- 
velt aboard, did come ashore they were igno- 

rant of the fact and the distinguished visitor 
reached the landing stage practically undis- 
covered. When, however, he appeared in an

Advice of Rabbis Overruled. 
Through the Jewiss. Courier and other 
Jewish newspapers. and from their pulpits 
the rabbis have announced that orthodox 
Jews may go to the polls today and instruct 
the judges of election to mark their ballots 
for them. This plan was adopted last spring 
at the primary elections, but was declared 
illegal subsequently by Judge Charles G. 
Cutting. The decision was appealed to the 
Supreme court of Illinois and a decision is ex- 
pected today. 

The election commissioners received nu-

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SALOON BILL HEARING TRAGIC 


Ex-Gov. Poynter of Nebraska 
Dies While Making Plea. 


IS VICTIM OF, APOPLEXY. 


Demise Halts Consideration of Measure 
+ for Daylight Selling. 


Lincoln, Neb., April 5.—W. A. Poynter, 
former governor of Nebraska, while making 
a speech in the office of Gov. Shallenberger 
at the hearing ot the daylight saloon bill to- 
day was stricken with apoplexy and died 
within a few minutes, Poynter scarcely had 
finds his plea in favor of the bill when he 
was cken. The physicians were unable 
to Induce even the faintest respiration. 

’ Immediately after it was known that the 
former governor was dead, Gov. Shallen- 
berger said there would be no further public 
hearings on the bill today. 

One thousand Omaha business men are here 
to appeal to Gov.. Shallenberger to veto the 
bill limiting the sale of liquor to the hours 
between 7 a. m. and 8 p. m. Two hundred and 
fifty men, headed by Mayor Dahlman, are in 
Lincoln in the same interest. Large delega- 
tions of temperance workers favoring the 
signing ot the law are also here.

| DISPENSARY CASE DECIDED: 


COMMISSION WINS ITS POINT. 


Supreme Court Declares in Favor of 
State Officials in Celebrated South 
Carolina Liquor Suit. 


. 


Washington, D. C., April 5.—The famous 
South Carolina dispensary case, involving 
the disposition of about $900,000 of dispensary 
funds held by the state dispensary commis- 
sion,.was decided by the Supreme court of the 
United States today in favor of the commis- 
sion, the decision being a reversal of the 
lower courts. 

The case was instituted by the liquor con- 
cerns to collect debts contracted by the state 
im the purchase of liquor from 1892 to 1907, 
while the dispensary system was in vogue. 

It was alleged that members of the com- 
mission had entered into a conspiracy to hold 
the funds for their own selfish purpose. On 
the other hand, the commissioners alleged 
a coalition among the creditors to collect 
excessive sums and resisted the suit on the 
ground that it was a proceeding against the 
state itself, ane that the commission is a 
court and therefore not subject to injunc- 
tions. 

The decision declares the suit was directed 
against the state and that the commissioners 
did not occupy the position of trustees of the 
dispensary fund. ;

VICTORY FOR COUNTY: OPTION. 


Ashland, Ky., Votes to Go “Dry” While 
Women and Children Work | 
for Temperance. 


Ashland, Ky., April 5.—In an election char- 
acterized by the most intense interest, Boyd 
county today voted to go dry by a major- 
ity of 235. In this city, the center of the iron 
industry and the commercial capital of the 
Big Sandy valley, the church bells were ring- 
ing hourly ad women stood at the polls and 
worked, while children paraded the streets 
and bands played. 

An extra detail of sixty-five special police 
officers was sworn in, but the election passed 
off quietly. This city has a population of 
10,000, while Gatiletteburg, near by, is nearly 
as large, while Boyd county has a population 
of 40,000. 

The victory of the drys here today 
means now that ninety-six of the 119 counties 
in the state are wholly dry under the 
county unit law.

ASKED OF CHICAGO 
Constitutional Amendment to 
Restrict City’s Represen- 
tation at Springfield. 


Down-State Legislators Ready to 
Trot Out Revamped McKen- 
zie Resolution.

Springfield, III., April 6.—[{Special.J—As. 
goon as the Chicago charter bills are brought 
Gut of the committee and handed to the 
legislature a resolution for the submission 
of a constitutional amendment for the re- 
striction of Chicago's representation in the 
general assembly will be introduced. 

When tiie charter act was passed two years 
ago the downstate members of the legislature 
said that in the case of its failure in the 
referendum to which it was to be subjected 
nothing could induce them to vote for an- 
other such bill unless Chicago paid a price 
for the legislation. 5 

The act was rejected by the people in the 


then reiterated their statementathat if Chi- 
cago should attempt to secure another char- 
ter measure it would pay for it by consent- 
ing to the submission of a constitutional 
amendment for the restriction of representa- 
tion in the general assembly. 

It is apparent to the downstate legislators 
that such restriction never can be obtained 
unless it comes as the price which Chicago 
pays for legislation for which it is willing to 
pay a heavy tariff. 

Senator McKenzie of Jo Daviess county 
introduced the resolution two years ago when 
the charter bill was up for passage. He is 
likely to reintroduce it as soon as the char- 
ter bills come from committee. 


Narrow Margin the Other Time. 

His attempt to secure restriction two years 
ago failed by a narrow margin and it did 
go only because the Chicago contingent made 
the utmost efforts against it and protested 
against the unfairness of raising sych an 
issue at the last moments of the consNera- 
tion given the charter measure. 

Since that time conditions have changed. 
Restriction has been made a state issue, 
although one not pressed in the vigorous 
measure in which it would have been if the 
enemies of Gov. Deneen had not decided to 
concentrate all their forces on Richard 
Yates and eliminate all other candidates 
from the primary contest against him. 

‘Edward D. Shurtleff, now speaker of the 
house of representatives, arid then an an- 
nounced candidate for the governorship 
nomination, made the restriction issue the 
main plank in his platform. 

He withdrew as a candidate for this nomi- 
nation, but now he is speaker of the house 
and head of the house organization. He can- 
not ignore the issue on which he elected to 
run as a candidate for nomination as gov- 
ernor. ' 

Two years ago the down state members 
of the legislature made the local option §ill 
the price which Chicago members were 
forced to pay for the charter. 


‘Fight of the Downstaters. 

The local option measure was not sup- 
ported by the house organization, but it was 
hotly fought for by mani downstate Repub- 
licans, and they demanded sufficient Chicago 
support to pass it. 

The restriction iseue did not get beyond the 
senate, where it failed of passage by only 
two or three votes, 

This year the senate is composed about the 
same as two years ago, so far as this propo- 
sition is concerned, ghd the house, having 
no other price to demand of the Chicago 
members, is likely to ask that the payment 
be made in the shapé of the passage of a 
resolution for the submission of the amend- 
ment to the people. 

Without the ald of Cook county votes a 
constitutional amendment for the submission 
of the question of restricting Chicago's rep- 
resentation in the assembly cannot be sub- 
mitted. It requires a two-thirds yote for 
thie purpose, and Cook county already has 
more than a third of the representation. 

It never can be submitted without the con- 
sent of Cook county members, and the down- 
state legisiatofe are of the opinion that it 
never will be submitted unless Chicago be so 
closely pressed for legislatfon which it de- 
sires above everything that it is willing to 
pay this excessive price for it. 


Think Chicago at Their Mercy. 

They see nothing in the future so impor- 
tant to the administration and the people of 
Chicago as these charter measures, and, con- 
sequently, will make the attempt again. 

There is no doubt in the minds of the men 
who come from districts outside of Cook that 
the question, if once submitted to the peo- 
ple, would be carried. 

In New York the upstate districts got at 
the proposition before New York city had 
grown to such a size as to make ft impossible 
to secure the submission of the question 
without votes from New York city legis- 
lators. In Illinois this time has passed, and 
the votes of Cook county must be obtained. 

Two years ago, when the charter was of 
even more importance to the city administra- 
tion and the city than the separate bills are 
now, Chicago refused absolutely to dicker 
with the downstate members on any terms 
which required a restriction of the Chicago 
representation. It may be assumed that the 
city will refuse again to pay such a price, 
It then remains for the downstate legislators 
to forget their issue, as they did two years 
ago, or the principal charter bills cannot be 
passed. 


FORBIDS PHOTOS OF SUSPECTS. 


New York Senate Passes Bill Prohibit- 
ing Pictures of Prisoners Not 
Yet Convicted. 


Albany, N. T., April5.—By A vote of 26 to 
15 the senate tonight passed the Caffrey bill 
prohibiting the photographing of persons un- 
der arrest who have not been convicted of 
crime. . 

Senator Caffrey declared the bill was in- 
tended to put an end to the outrageous 
methods employed by the pdlice in measuring 
and photographing innocent persons.“

creasing the maximum penalty for kidnaping 
from twenty~tive to fifty years. b

Unless an agreement is reached today be- 
tween the wholesale grocery employés and 
the employers more than 6,000 freight han- 
dlers in Chicago may go on a strike and tie 
up a majority of the large business houses.

His attorney, George W. Plummer, 171 La 
Salle street, was kept busy denying a re- 
port to the effect that the failed broker has 
fled from New York to Europe and that secu- 
rities placed in his hands by one of his 
customers have disappeared. 

Mr. Plummer said Mr. Dickinson will be in 
Chicago this week, and possibly today, to 
testify before Referee in Bankruptcy Sidney 
C. Eastman for the benefit of the receiver- 
Ship created by Federal Judge Kenesaw M 
Landis, who appointed the American Trust 
and Savings bank, on the petition of ored- 
tors. The lawyer said he was cognizant of 
Mr. Dickinson’s whereabouts, but that he 
had good reasons for refusing to tell. 


Basis for Rumors. 

The alleged telegram on which the story 
that the big stock operator is on his way 
to Europe was based was worded: | 

When you receive this we will be on the 
briny deep.—Dickinson."’ 

The telegram, which is said to have been 
addressed to a personal, friend and heavy 
customer, was taken to mean that Dickin- 
son has his wife with him. 

The broker figured in a sensational divorce 

case six years ago in which his first wife, 
Mrs. May Dickinson, alleged that while she 
was in Europe Dickinson gave champagne 
parties in their Grand boulevard residence 
at which a Miss May Ross was present. Mr. 
Dickinson secretly married Miss Ross short- 
ly after Judge Gibbons had granted a de- 
eres. 
Newspaper files of Feb. 4, 1901, contain an 
account of the expulsion of Dickinson from 
the board of trade on the charge of violating 
a commission rule providing a penalty for 
paying a bonus, making a gift, or otherwise 
influencing trade. The concluding paragraph 
of the account says: 

Mr. Dickinson has been a member of the 
board of trade for about ten years. His 
house Was among a number in the neigh- 
borhood of the board of trade which fell 
under the suspicion of the local authorities 
last fall. At that time it was raided as a

Recites “Trifling” Laws. 
Judge Cleland then recites a list of pos- 
sibilities’ under the city ordinances, Each 
one as he wrote it and as it was answered 
by Judge Gemmili ran as follows: 

Cleland—Trampling on the grass in front 
of your own house—four months in jail. 

Gemmill—There is no ordinance forbidding 
one to walk on the grass in his own front 
yard. There is a good ordinance forbidding 
ann one to cut down trees or shrubs or to 
dig up and destroy sod in the parkways 
between the sidewalk and the curb, and the 
penalty is from §5 to $50. 

Clelané—Leaving a nail projecting half an 
inch or more above a railing or porch—four 
months in jail, and the same penalty for 
1 day it is allowed to remain after no- 
tice, 

Gemmill—There is no ordinance about a 
nail projecting half an inch from a railing 
or porch, There is a valuable ordinance for- 
bidding the erection of barbed wire fences

Objects to Safety Ordinance. 

Cleland—Placing on a window sill any ob- 
ject whatever without being securely fastened 
tour months, Mutilating any theater poster 
—two months. 

Gemmill—There are ordinances which for- 
bid placing unfastened objects on outside 
window sills where they may fall and injure 
passersby and forbidding the mutilation of 
theater or Other posters. Both are necessary 
and the penalty is from $1 to $25. 

Cleland—Carrying in one’s pocket a knife 
of any description—six months. 

Gem mill—There is no ordinance forbidding 
any one carrying a pocket knife and boys and 
men carry them without hindrance. There 
is a most salutary ordinance forbidding the 
carrying of concealed weapons; but no one 
except a freak judge would ever hold an 
ordinary pocket knife in the pocket of a good 
citizen to be a dangerous weapon. Would 
Judge Cleland repeal this ordinance? 

Judge Cleland closed his article with a 
citation of the number of persons sent * 
the bridewell last year—an intimation that 
they had been punished for such violations 
as he recited.

HEATED FIGHT OVER RULE 


Democratic Members Become In- 


volved in Party Quarrel 
About Bryan. |

Washington, D. C., April 5.—[Special. }— 
The house of representatives will vote on the 
Payne tariff bill at 3 o’clock on the afternoon 
of April 9. A resolution to this effect was 
adopted by the house thig afternoon. The 
resolution also limits the ame ents to the 
bill to those coming from the ways and means 
committee and to the lumber, hides, barley, 
and barley malt paragraphs, and provides for 
an amendment imposing 25 per cent ad val- 
orem on petroleum. 

The resolution was adopted on @ roll call 
forced by the Democrats, the vote being 104 
yeas to 178 nays, notwithstanding the deser- 
tion of twenty Republicans. Four of the 
sixteen extra votes came from the Louisiana 
delegation, who broke away from their party. 
Previous to the adoption of the resolution 
there was some severe criticism of it from the 
Democratic side. 


Text of the Resolution. 
- The order reads as follows: 

Resolved, That immediately upon the adoption 
hereof, genera] debate on H. B. 1438, a bill to pro- 
vide revenue, equalize duties, and encourage the 
industries of the United States, and for other pur- 
doses, shall be closed and the house shall resolve 
itself into committee of the whole on the state of 
the union for the consideration of said bill for 
amendment under the five minute rule, but com- 
mittee amendments to any part of the bill shall 
be in order at any time and also preference shall 
be given to amendments to paragraphs 106, 197, 
708 (umber); 581, 447% (hides); 227 (barley); and 
228 (barley malt). 

That an amendment shall be voted cn to section 
687—to wit: strike out the proviso and insert as a 
new paragraph in No. 386% the following: Crude 
petroleum and its products, 25 per cent ad val 
orem."* 

That said specified amendments shall take prece- 
dence of committee amendments. 

That consideration of said bill for amendment 
shall continue until mot later than Friday, the 
ninth day of April, at 3 o’clock p. m., at which 
time the said bill, with all amendmente that shall 
have been recommended by the committee of the 
whole house on the state of the union, shall be 
reported to the house and the previous question 
shall then be considered as ordered on said amend- 
ments and said bill sent to its engrossment, third 
reading, and final passage. 

A separate vote may be had on the amendments 
relating to hides, lumber, oil, barley, barley malt, 
tea, and coffee, or any of them, irrespective of 
their adoption or rejection in committee of the 
whole, and the vote upon all other amendments in 
gross. 


Rule Explained by Dalzell. 

When the rule was reported Mr. Dalzell 
explained it in detail. 

Mr. Underwood of Alabama, a member of 
the committee on ways and means, said he 
believed the consengus was in favor of clos- 
ing general debate, and that an order was 
not necessary. He declared, however, that 
the only question of difference was as to how 
the bill itself should be considered.

IN FIGHT | 
RENDS SEMINARY. 


Directors’ Board to Decide the 
Issue as Between Students 
and Faculty. 


PATTON READY TO QUIT?

Authority on Theism Said to 
Threaten Resignation if 
Prodded Further.

Princeton, N. J. April 5-[Spetial. Stu- 
dents and faculty of Princeton theological 
seminary are sitting back awaiting a decision 
by the board of directors of the quarrel 
which, beginning as long ago as the ist of 
4 N has now culminated in forwarding 

a report to the directors by the students, in 
which they state grievances against the 
methods of instruction pursued by the pro- 
fessors, 

The quarrel arose in the last few days toa 
point where Dr. Patton, president of the 
Seminary, used many sharp words and inti- 
mated if he was not supported by the board 
of directors against the students he would 
resign; and where the students, on the other 
hand, discussed en all sides the question of 
abandoning the seminary unless a decided 
change was made for the better. 

Both sides have now concluded to rest their 
case solely with the board of. directors which, 
it ig reported, will hold a special meeting in 
about a week's time in Philadelphia, and at 
that meeting it is expected by both faculty 
and studehts some important. steps will be 
taken toward changing the curriculum of the 


e * 

As stated, in the resolutions adopted in 
massmeeting by the junior and middle classes 
of the seminary, the students objected, first, 
to what they term the dull and uninspiring 
way in which Dr. Patton conducts his lec- 
tures in theism and in which Dry William 
Park Armstrong conducted his class in New 
“Testament history. ‘They also felt their work 
was too crowded and demanded that a sched- 
ule be so arranged as to give them at least a 
greater part of the afternoon free. 


Want to study Sociology. 


The third section of the resolutions asks 
that. certain more practical courses, such 
as sociology, be added to the curriculum. 
The fourth requests that the course given 
by Dr. John D. Davis on Old Testament his- 
tory, a popular one, be extended to two years 
instead of one. To make this possible his 
couse in exegesis, which now covers two 
years, would be made voluntary in the second 
year. 

The trouble which led to so much bitter 
feeling on both sides as to cause mutual 
threats of resignation from the students of 
the two lower classes and Dr. Patton, began 
in Brown hall, one of the seminary dormi- 
tories. There was wide and deep discontent. 

One of the juniors said: The men felt 
that things were becoming too slipshod, the 
professors showing too little interest in their 
lectures and arousing none. You could 
hardly hear them, in their lectures. It was 
all a man could do to keep awake. It was 
decid some objection ought to be made. 
At t it wae felt the objection should be 
put before the faculty itself.“ 

Then some one recalled a former objection. 
to Dr. Patton in regard to his lecturing, to 
which he had answered, according to tradi- 
tion, ‘' Well, since you wouldn't be able to 
understand me if you could hear it does not 
make much difference.“ 


Students Seek the Directors. 


The students took advantage of the clause’ 
in the seminary constitution which stated 
that all grievances should be laid before the 
board of directors. Accordingly a set of 
resolutions was drawn up and sent to the 
Rev. Frederick L. Loetscher, Ph. D., secre- 
tary of the board, in Philadelphia. 

He forwarded them to the president, who 
in turn sent them back to the students, telling 
them to complain tothe faculty. At the same 
time he wrote to Dr. Patton. 

Alexander Mackie, president of the middle 
class, and the president of the junior class, 
D. R. Evans of Easton, Pa., had taken 
chargé of the outbreak, and they, with the 
approval of both classes, had formed com- 
mittees which were now deputed to state 
their grievances to three professors—Dras. 
Patton, Davis, and Armstrong. 

They found Dr. Patton in no pleasant frame 
of mind. He told them that he supposed 
they thought it a fine thing to appear before 
the public in the réle which they had taken 
up, and insinuated they were intending to 
make a story far the papers. He said that, 

as to his lecturing, he would go on as he saw 
At. and that he had a right to, since he knew 
„ more about theism than all of the board 
of directors put together.“ 

That's all right.“ said R. C. Hoag, one 
ot the committee, but it doesn’t make any 
difference how good your lectures are, be- 
cause we can't hear them at all.“ 


Professors Give Ready Ear. 


The other professor’ were ready to hear 
the students’ grievances. Mr. Armstrong | 
said he would do the best he could to make 
his lectures more interesting. Mr. Davis 
, said he believed the students were making 


a big mistake; that he wished to give them 


knowledge rather useful than pleasant, but 
that he would consider what they asked. 

Two days after that Dr. Patton instead of | 
talking on theism, told his class what he 
thought of the revolt. He sad he counted | 
it a personal insult that resolutions had been 
sent over his head to the board of directors. 
As for the schedule, he was willing that the 
students should fix that up to suit them- 
selves, since he was ready to lecture at any 
time or any hour, but that for criticisms 
of his methods of lecturing, he had been 
at it a good many years. If he could not 
lecture properly on the subject of theism, he 
thought no one could. 

He said a good many other things which 
the students, expecting some such deliver- 
ance, had hired a stenographer to take 
down. 

A stormy massmeeting of both classes 
was held, a report drawn up restating sub- 
stantially the former reselutions, and in- 
closing a transcript of Dr. Patton's. lan- 
guage and the answers of the other pro- 
fessors. 

That was dispatched instantly to the board 
of @irectors and both students and faculty, 
together with a large part of the commu- 
nity of Princeton, are now awaiting anxiousg- 
iy the result of the directors’ meeting.

This will 
not be a new experience for the Danish au- 
thorities, as St. Thomas has been the viea - 
rious home of men seeking restoration to 
power in Santo Domingo and Hayti. 

The Dutch government is more vitally in- 
terestec in Castro’s future, because the 
island of Curacao lies only ninety miles to 
the north of Venezuela, and more than once 
has deen revolutionary headquarters. More- 
over Curacao has been the subject of agreat 
many oppressive decrees on the part of Cas- 
tro, and its prosperity has suffered in con- 
sequence. 

Dutch cannot de expected to give a 
able welcome to the Venezuelan exile.

HAVANA, April 5.—Congress convened 
this afternoon, the sessions of both houses 
being devoted to the reading of the presi- 
dent’s message.

The general tone of President Gomez's 
message was hopeful and encouraging, but a 
warning note was sounded in the following 
paragraph:

eipline.“ 
Blow at Zayistas Seen. 

The reference to a third party is consid- 
ered significant as indicating the possible 
imperfection of the fusion between the Zay- 
istas and Miguelistas. 

The message says the condition of the na- 
tional treasury is satisfactory. There was a 
surplus on March 27 of $2,515,368, as against 
$2,809,479 Jan. 27, at the end of American 
intervention, but it is more favorable, owing 
to the discharge of heavy obligations. The 
present obligations amount to $12,856,000. 


Thinks Bond Issues Unjust. 

President Gomez says he believes it to be 
inadvisable to subject the country to the 
heavy burden of a bond issue of $16,500,000 
| authorized by Gov. Magoon to pay the con- 
tracts for sewers and paving of Havana and 
the water works at Cienfuegos. He express- 
es full confidence that the customs receipts 
will cover them. 

The president makes an urgent plea. for

While the nations named have been making 
these various preparations to thwart the am- 
bition of a single man, it may be they will 
find themselves in an embarrassing if not 
ridiculoussituation.: There are several Latin- 
Americans in Washington who belleve that 
Castro has an agreement with Gomez by 
which he will return to power without diff. 
culty. 

During much of the time of Castro's presi- 
dency Gomes occupied the position of vice 
president. He participated in the graft to 
an extent in keeping with his desire, and 
seemed to have no ambition to oust his chief. 
Throughout Castro’s long iliness he was loyal. 
acting as president with entire regard to the 
wishes of his superior. 

The internal situation in Venesguela became 
bad; the trouble with the United. States re- 
sulted in a rupture of diplomatic relations: 
Great Britein and France were insisting that 
their claims be paid and their interests re- 
spected; and finally the Dutch government 
took measures which meant war. 

Castro suddenly found his condition neces- 
sitated an operation, and went to Germany, 
ostensibly to have it done. In the meantime 
Gomez declared himself president and ar- 
ranged all the controversies with the United 
States and other nations. Gomez, conse- 
quently, has the discredit of truckling to for- 


eign governments. 
Army Friendly to Castro. 

That Castro lized this would be the 
case, those who know of his cleverness are 
certain. That Gomes, too, probably realized 
the possibilities of the situation is evident. 
It was Castro's policy always to pay his 
soldiers. This provoked loyalty in a country 
where soldiers had been impressed and dis- 
charged without pay. Consequently, even 
if it should prove necessary for Castro to 
start a revolution, he will have an excellent 
chance of once more ruling Venezuela as dic- 
tator. 

But wouldn’t it be a joke on the powers if 
“this little Latin American should return to 
the Yellow house in Caracas without firing a 
single shot?

Lesson of the Census Figures. 

It the contention of the government be 
sound, whatever may have been done in the 
past, however little this field of legislation 
may have been entered upon, the power of 
congress is broad enough to take cognizance 
of all dealings of citizens with aliens.

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Maintaining that jurisdiction over such an 
offense comes within the adopted definition 
of the term “ police power,“ Justice Brewer 
in an opinion handed down by the Supreme 
court, discredited the efforts of tne author- 
jtfes to bring Keller and Ullman to justice in 


te federal court. 


He held that the police power, generally 
gpeaking, being reserved to the states, there 
ig no power granted to congress by the con- 
stitution to place it elsewhere. 

The opinion set forth that the rights of the 
government to prevent importation of aliens 
were inviolate, but that dealings of persons 
with such aliens after their admission could 
properly be regulated only by the state. 


Powers of Congress Illustrated. 


The opinion cited numerous cases to show 
that congress has power to exclude aliens 
from the United States; to prescribe terms 
and conditions on which*they may come in; 
to establish regulations for sending out of the 
country such aliens as have entered in viola- 
tion of law, and to commit the enforcement of 
such conditions and regulations to executive 
officers, but contended that there was nothing 
in the constitution to determine how far the 
federal courts should go as regarded their 
conduct or treatment while here, nor to what 
extent congress could delegate that power. 
Justice Brewer said: While the keeping 
of a disreputable house is offensive to the 


moral sense, that question must not close the 


“eye to the question whether congress or the 

mate has the right to punish therefor. While 
the acts of congress are to be liberally con- 
strued to enable it to carry into effect the 
powers conferred, it is equally true that 
prohibitions and limitations upon these pow- 
ers should also be fairly and reasonably en- 
forced. To exaggerate in the one direction 
and restrict in the other will tend to substi- 
tute one consolidated government for the 
present federal system. We should never 
forget the declaration that ‘ the constitution, 
in all its provisions. looks to an indestructible 
union, composed of indestructible states.’ ”’ 


Government Control of Aliens. 

After citing circumstances surrounding the 
arrest. indictment, and conviction of Keller 
and Ullman, Justice Brewer asserted that 
the act charged had no significance regarding 
the general power of the government in 
controlling the coming in of aliens of the ir 
removal. 

“It is only one act included ina great mass 
of personal dealings with aliens,’’ said the 
justice. He then continued: 

“It is an alien woman's own character and 
conduct which determine the question of ex- 
clusion or removal. The acts of others may 
be evidence of her business and character.

Though having only unofficia? notification 
of the decision of the Supreme court, United 
States District Attorney Edwin W. Sims said 
it would limit materially the ability of the 
government to obtain convictions in the fu- 
ture. 

A federal statute hds been in force for 
many years making it a criminal act to im- 
port women for immoral purposes. This act 
was amended in 1907 making it equally crimi- 
nal to harbor alien women for the same pur- 
pose. This act was attacked in the appeal of 
the Uhlman and Keller case. 

“ The history of this 1907 enactment which 
is now called in question dates back to an 
international conference in Paris in 1902," 
said Mr. Sims. An international arrange- 
ment for the suppression of the white slave 
traffic was entered into by fepresentatives 
of the governments of Germany, Belgium, 
Denmark, Spain, France. Great Britain, 
Italy. Russia, Sweden, and Norway. 

The United States began an active cam- 
paign. Many cases were pushed by the fed- 
eral authorities in Calffornia. Most of these 
went for naught because it was almost im- 
possible to get convictions under the federal 
statute, which held that it must be shown the 
women had been imported for immoral pur- 
poses. So congress was asked to make it 
indictable to harbor allen women for im- 
moral purposes.“ 

Chicago cases which attracted considerable 
attention were against Alphonse and Eva 
Dufour and Henry Lair, alleged members of 


a French white slave syndicate.“ While 


under indictment the Dufours gave a bond of 
$25,000. They forfeited their bonds and fled 
to France. where they were subsequently 
arrested. They were indicted under the stat- 
ute now declared void, and some lawyers say 
they would be able to recover this bond.

Hruska's wife, Mrs. Susan Hruska, 
and George Kardus, a boarder at the Hruska 
residence, who were arrested in connection 
with the disappearance, were released last 
night. Hruska lives at 63 West Fourteenth 
street.

MUCH YET TO BE SOUGHT. 
Commendable as were the efforts of the 
progressive members of the general as- 
sembly last week te cure by the introduc- 
tion of bills the various ills to which 
human life is heir, nevertheless a distinct 

lack of originality must be regretted. 
Imagination is a necessary ingredient in 
statesmanship. It will not suffice that 
Illinois legislators be indefatigable and 
earnest in right doing or that they be filled 


with a patriotic desire to promote the 


brotherhood of man. They must have the 
wisdom to sée and the imagination to 
foresee the dangers which threaten the 
commonwealth. 

It is not enough that we should have 
biennially the endeavor to secure a cheap- 
er and wider sleeping car berth, to paint 
kerosene red, to tax telephone poles, to 
preserve the original sweetness of spring 
chicken in cold storage, to protect the 
pristine freshness of the egg and the old 
time worth of the smoke cured ham. 

It is not enough that express companies 
be made to quit expressing, that street 
eat companies be made to place them- 
selves underground in two months, that 
electric companies be made to inspect all 
their wires daily, that breweries sell full 
pints and distilleries sell full quarts, that 
our canned tomatoes be required to tell 
their age and our canned peas the year 
of their birth. 

These were the bills of yesteryear and 
the year before that. There is a same- 
hess about reform movements of this vari- 
| ety which pains the hopeful citizen. 
There is so much that a statesman of 
imagination, originality, and initiative 
might seek to correct and find his re- 
ward in the effort even if he found none 
in the results. 

Let him consider the merits of a bill to 
require dentists to fill teeth without pain, 
of one making it unlawful for the morn- 
ing after” to inflict its penalties as a re- 
sult of the night before, of one requiring 
all street car conductors to be polite, all 
chorus girls beautiful, all prize fighters 
deaf mutes; forbidding telephones ever 
to be “busy” or milk ever to get sour, 
filling the feminine mind with an aver- 
sion for large hats and the masculine 
mind with an aversion for loud ties, en- 
abling babies to get their teeth painlessly, 
and forcing the gas meter to swear to 
every bill before a notary public, having 
taxes pay themselves automatically, and 
forbidding any hot weather. 

There is so much to be done in this 
world, and with all their efforts our best 
statesmen do so little. They are limited 
by a lack of imagination. 


RESEARCH WORK. 

Medical’ science has been revolutionized 
within a few years. The change is due to 
research work. Specialists who have 
spent long hours in the laboratory wach- 
ing the progress of experiments have been 
rewarded with some remarkable discoy- 


other branches of higher education are 
being studied in so systematic and prac: 
tical a way that in a good many cases the 
results may be measured in dollars and 
cents if the vision of the observer is »» 
narrow as to wish to apply commercia! 
standards to détermine the worth of 
knowledge. 
telegraphy may be taken as an illustra- 
tion. 

The development of the graduate school 
as a feature of American university lite 
has given an enormous impetus to re- 
search in this country. It has led to a 
sharp discrimination between college and 
university. It has been attended by large 
endowments. The millions that have been 
given have come from the faith of men of 
means that inquiry and investigation are 
certain to secure results of the greatest 
importance to the human race. 

The state university is a fixture in the 
United States. There is not the slightest 
evidence anywhere of a belief that the 
institutions of this type are not to become 
increasingly important as centers of light. 
What Wisconsin has done in building up 
a university which is counted in many 
ways the greatest in America, Illinois can 
do. It is a marrow view that would at- 
tempt to destroy the efficiency of the grad- 
uate work at Urbana. The etatesman 
from Wilmette took the wrong tack in at- 
tempting to estimate the importance of 
the graduate school by the number of pu- 
pils. One graduate student in chemistry, 
in physics, in geology, may make a dis- 
covery that will be worth millions to IIll- 
nois. The only correct policy is to boom 
the university in every way. 


THE CHARTER BILLS. 

The consideration in committee of the 

rter bills will begin day after tomor- 

w. Such organizations as the Chicago 
Association of Commerce should send rep- 
resentatives to indicate the interest they 
take in the contemplated legislation and 
to explain, if necessary, how it would 
further the industrial and commercial well 
being of the city. The general assembly 
should not be allowed to labor under an 
impression that the business men of Chi- 
cago are indifferent to the fate of the 
charter bills. Those men should sacri- 
fice a little time for the permanent good 
of the city. 

Another and the most important con- 
dition of success is that the Chicago mem- 
bers of the legislature shall work in har- 
mony. Representative Kittleman lays 
special stress on this, and rightly so. He 
says there ie little, if any, opposition to 
the bills from country members. Unani- 
mous support of the measures by the Chi- 
cago members will secure for them prac- 
tically every country vote. If the Chi- 
cago men were to disagree among them- 
selves the country members would be un- 
able or unwilling to go into the merits of 
the controversy and be as ready to vote 
in the negative as in the affirmative. 
There have been numerous occasions when 
the failure of the local representatives to 
work in harmony has deprived the city 
or county of needed legislation. 

There ought to be no lack of harmony 
at this critical moment. Every Chicago 
representative and senator should line up 
for the Chicago bills. They should im- 
press on their friends from country dis- 
tricts the fact that the sole purpose of 
those measures is to provide better gov- 
ernment for two-fifths of the people of 
INinois. .

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HANKS to King Hdward’s initiative, 
the Scottish order of the Thistle is, 
after all, to have a chapel of its own 
once more, It may be remembered 
that the late earl of Leven and Melville 
left at his death a sum of $200,000 to be de- 
voted to the restoration of the ancient chapel 
of Holyrood, where in the olden times the 
knights of the Thistle were wont to perform 
their devotions. It was found, however, that 
the restoration of Holyrood chapel was im- 
practicable, since it could not be accom- 
plished without the complete disappearance 
of all the ancient portion of the architecture 
of the ruin, which dates from the thirteenth 
century. 

Public feeling, indeed, throughout Scot- 
land was against the idea of the restoration. 
It was argued that the romantically pictur- 
esque ruin in its present condition consti- 
tutes a great historical monument, harmon- 
izing with the sentiments of the scene in 
which it stands, and that any attempt to tam- 
per with it in the way of restoration would 
partake of the nature of vandalism. Conse- 
quently the bequest was declined and re- 
verted to the estate of the earl, being divided 
among his heirs. | 

It was felt, howéver, that the order of 
the Thistle should have a chapel of ite own 
in the same way that the knights of the 
Garter have their stalls in St. George's Wind- 
sor castle, the knights of the Bath in West- 
minster abbey, the knights of the order of 
St. Michael and St. George in St. Paul's ca- 
thedral, and the knights of St. Patrick in St. 
Patrick’s cathedral at Dublin; and, accord- 
ingly, King Edward placed himeelf in com- 
munication with the authorities of St. Giles’ 
cathedral, at Edinburgh, asking them wheth-. 
er they would be willing to convert a portion 
of that ancient fane into a chapel of the order 
of the Thistle.

The kirk session at once expressed its readi- 
ness to codperate with the monarch in the 
matter, and, learning this, young Lord Leven 
has placed at the disposal of the king his 
share of his father’s unused bequest—that is 
to say, about $130,000—which will be devoted 
towards fitting up a portion of the cathedral 
as a chapel of the knights of the ancient 
Scottish order of the Thistle. 

St. Giles’ cathedral is familiar to all Ameri- 
cans who have visited Edinburgh, and, sacred 
to the patron saint of the Scottish capital, 
dates in part back to the year 1850, when 
mention of it appears in certain charters 
of King David II. It contains the tombs of 
tht Regent Murray, the famous marquis of 
Montrose, of Napier of Merchiston, and of 
many other Scottish worthies. 

It was within its walls that King James 
VI. delivered hie farewell address to the peo- 
ple of his northern kingdom on proceed- 
ing to England to assume Queen Elizabeth’s 
throne as James I., and in 1637 it was the 
scene of the memorable protest of that chol- 
eric old lady, Jennie Geddes, who was 80 
enraged at the attempt to inaugurate the 
obnoxious liturgy of Archbishop Laud that 
when the dean announced that he was 
about to read the collect for the day she ex- 
claimed: ‘‘ Colic! The de’l colic the wame 
o ye, wud ye say mass at my lug! and, lift- 
ing the three legged stool on which she had 
been sitting, and which, in accordance with 
the custom of the times, she had brought 
with her from her home, she hurled it fying 
at the dean's head. Fortunately, the dean 
ducked, or the consequences might have been 
serious, and the stool figures today im the 
Antiquarian museum at Edinburgh.

The order of the Thistle, which is thus to 
have its chapel in St. Giles’, with stalls for 
its knights, from the open canopy of which 
their Banner will be suspended, their names 
and dignities being Inscribed on a brass plate 
let into the back of the seat, is asserted by 
Scottish tradition to have antedated the 
foundation of the order of the Garter by sev- 
eral hundred years. 

It is said to have originated in the vision 
of a bright cross in the heavens seen by 
Achaiusa, king of the Scots, and by Hungus, 
king of the Picts, while they were engaged 
in prayer the night before their battle with 
Athelstane, king of England, in the eighth 
century. What is historic, however, is that 
in 1540 James V. of Scotland revived the 
order and assigned to its knights stalls in 
the now ruined chapel royal of Holyrood, at 
Edinburgh. King James II., the last of the 
Stuart kings, Queen Anne, and in later years 
George IV. modified its statutes, 

Its membership is restricted to great Seot- 
tish nobles, and just before King Edward 
left for the continent he held a chapter of 
the order at Buckingham palace, when the 
establishment of a special chapel for the 
knights in St Giles’ cathedral was deter- 
mined upon.

Sir Rowland Blennerhassett has not long 
survived the attempt to father upon him the 
so-called “kaiser interview,“ which ap- 
peared’ in the columns of the London Daily 
Telegraph last fall, creating such a sensa- 
tion in Germany, for he has just succumbed 
to heart failure at his house in London, the 
close of his life having been saddened by 
financial troubies. In fact, it was only the 
other day that judgment went against him 
by default in London in connection with a 
promissory note for a relatively small 
amount. 

Sir Rowland is succeeded by his son Ar- 
thur, a member of the Indian civil service, 
in the baronetcy created a little over a hun- 
dred years ago. But, while the title is rela- 
tively modern, the Blennerhassett family is 
an ancient one, hailed originally from Cum- 
berland, and has been settled in the Emerald 
isle ever since the reign of Queen Elizabeth, 
by whose favor Sir Thomas Blennerhassett, 
one of her knights, managed to secure a con- 
siderable portion of the lands of the eart of 
Desmond. 

The now widowed Lady Blennerhassett 
was by birth a Countess Leyden, who up 
to the time of her marriage was a lady in 
waiting of the Emprese Frederick, remain- 
ing on terms of the greatest intimacy with 
the kaiser’s mother until the latter’s death. 
This, together with the fact that the late 
Sir Rowland was one of the best known 
Britons on the continent and a member of 
all sorts of foreign scientific bodies and or- 
ders, rendered it difficult to accord credence 
to the extraordinary letter which his broth- 
er-in-law, Count Casimir Leyden, published 
in the German newspapers not long after 
thee kaiser interview in the London Tele- 
graph. 

— : 

Count Leyden declared in this communica- 
tion that, inasmuch as the interview was 
acknowledged to be based on remarks of the 
kaiser to an intimate friend of the latter, it 
could not possibly have been Sir Rowland, 
since he, Count Leyden, could furnish the 
most solemn assurance that Sir Rowland 
had never had the honor of being personally 
presented to the kaiser, and that, far from 
being an intimate friend, the kaiser never 
had met him. Neither the late Sir Rowland 
nor yet Lady Blennerhassett made any re- 
sponse to this assertion of the count. 

— 

Ahmed Tewfik Pasha, the new Turkish am- 
bassador to the court of St. James, is, cu- 
riously enough, of Russian origin: I am not 
quite sure whether he himself was born in 
the Crimea or not, but his father was a 
subject of Emperor Nicholas I., who took 
service in the Ottoman army, rose to the 
rank of genera!, and died as governor of the 
fortress of Widdin. Tewfik was edutated for 
a military career, but, after graduating from 
the staff college, was assigned to the embas- 
sy at St. Petersburg, where the outbreak of 
the Turko-Russiay war of 1877 found him 
as chargé d'affaires. Joining the Ottoman 
army at Plevna, he served there through its 
memorable siege, and on Ghazi Osman 
Pasha being wounded he conducted in his 
name the negotiations for the surrender of 
the fortress.

After the war he was appointed Turkish 
envoy, first at Athens and then at Bucharest, 
where he married a German lady. His next 
post was that of Turkish ambassador at Ber- 
lin, where he remained for ten years per- 
gona grata at the court of the kaiser; and on 
the then German foreign secretary, Baron 
Marschal von Bieberstein, being sent as am- 
bassador to Stamboul, Tewfik was recalled 
and appointed minister of foreign affairs at 
Constantinople, a post which he retained for 
no less than fourteen years, fulfilling his

According to good information, this mogey, now 
being collected, will be used to defray the expenses 
of tracks which may happen to be conducted with 
losses. Other measures may be introduced which 
will make it possible to continue racing with less 
expense than formerly, and probably these reduc- 
tions, with the sinking fund, will pro-ong the life 
of racing until the convalescent stage is reached. 


Waiting for the Future. 


It is conjected that stewards may be waiting 
to see how racing will be received in the spring and 
summer before going ahead any on an autumn cam- 
paign. Simply because there are no dates an- 
nounced for fall meetings does not mean they are 
not to be held. 

The reductions from last year’s schedule of local 
racing are considerable. Last year Aqueduct, 
from April 15 to April 28, foilowed by Jamaica 
from April 29 to May 12, opened the season. Both 
these are off the schedule this year, and the season 
begins at Belmont park with dates from May 13 to 
June 2. Last year Belmont park opened on May 
18. but closed on May 30: The Brooklyn Jockey 
club last year had dates from June 1 to June 13, 
compared with June 3 to June 23 this year. Sheeps- 
head bay last year raced from June 10 to Juiy . 
This year Sheepshead will start on June 24 and go 
through to July 18.

UPRESSIVE GAINS IN STOCKS 


wall Street Market Shows Better 
Tone Throughout. 


Fading and Union Pacific Prominent 
Among Active Shares. 


YORK TIMES FINANCIAL LEADER) 
NEW YORK, April 5.—[Special.]—The only 
- jpterruption to an advance in prices on the 
_ gtock market as vigorous as anything wit- 
nessed in the last ten days of rising prices 
oocurred around the noon hour, when the 
ter part of the financial community sus- 
pended business in order to scan news bul- 
jetins from Washington, where the United 
States Supreme court was in session,,and, 
according to persistent reports, was about to 
hand down its decision in the commodities 
clause suit. 
As has happened so often in the past, no 
gment upon this highly important case 
was submitted and the market quickly re- 
sumed its way with accelerated pace. Read- 
ung and Union Pacific were easily leaders in 
the days movement. Fluctuations in the 
first named stock were unusually wide. It 
gold at 137% early in the session, dropped to 
‘185% during the hour when the decision was 
ted, and in the afternoon moved up 
again, closing at 137%. 


Union Pacific Is Strong. 


‘Tinion Pacific was strong at all times and 
na volume of transactions comprising a 
little under one-eighth of the day’s total sales 
advanced 2% points, its last quotation being 
the highest touched by it since the excited 
trading in the stock in connection with the 
declaration of the dividend upon it at 10 per 
cent rate in the fall of 1906. 

As a whole today’s market was the most

The demand was slow for both and offerings a little 
larger. Export sales of corn were small. Local

It was understood that Patten had May wheat for 
sale at $1.22 every time the market reached that 
point.
